FERTILE SOIL 


Good Seed and Woproved Implements 

Are Wasled Uniess Plant Food 

lw Available 

Most of the advantages guined 
through the use of better farm im- 
plemenf3, improved vaiicties of seed, 
end knowledge of how to control in- ~ 
sects and plant diseases is nullified 
in an attempt to increase crop yields 
uniess the farmer has been careful 
to conservo the fertility of his soil, 
aceording, tu members of the soils 
department at Michigan State College. 

Records of the State Department of 
Agriculture show that the average 
yields per acre for outs and wheat 
in Michigan were leas in the last 10 
years than they were in the 10 years 
between 1870 and 1880, and the yield 
of corn during the lgst decade was. 
only a fraction of a bushel higher 
than it was’ in those -years. 

This failure to secure the reward 
of better farming methods is due to 
the loss of plant food elements from 
the soil through the successive years 
of cropping, -and unless provision is 
made for the return of plant food to 
replace that lost in the crops harvest- 
ed, yields wil] fall still lower, 

One of the vital food elements 
nitrogen, can be conserved by keep- 
ing a normal supply of decaying plant 
tissue in the soil. This can be done 
by plowing down legumes, by the use . 
of quantities of manure, or by plow- 
ing down crops such as rye where 
the soil is so low in fertility that it 
is impossible to secure crops of 
legumes without using auch measures 
first. :
